man who at the given signal pulled the rope 
and released the four-by-fve foot drop upon 

which stood the cogdemned man. 
Schneider’s last night upon earth was a 
restiess one. He slept fora few hours, but 
toward the last he showed signs of weaken- 
ing that made the keepers at the jail fearful 
that there might be some harrowing scenes 
when the climax came. Duringthe early. 
hours ot the morning a light repast of tea

A few days after that 
the marriage relation between the de- 
fepdant and his wife was recognized 
by the Hamlink family, and Col. Ham- 
link received him as a member of his 
faroily. He continued to live as a member of 
this family from 80 time aboutthe ist of 
November until tne 19th or 2th day of Janu- 
ary, when for some reason or reasons, which 
are not explained in the evidence, some 
difficulties had apparently occurred between 
the husband and wife, he was locked out of 
the house. Ontheday succeeding he did not 
call on his wife or upon the Hamiink famlil 
but he wrote a note to his wife, ip which 6 
stated that he Uy ees going to orfolk and 
asked her to pack her trunk and his and oO 
with him. In response to this note she sent 
him areply, requesting him to send for his 
clothes. That was done on the same day 

It appears that he did not visit the Ha milink 
residence or make a personal call upon his 
wife from that date, and that the only occa- 
sion when he went to that house was on the 
24th day of January, when he went tothe 
front door and demanded that eithor Col. 
Hamlink or the deceased, Frank Hamlink.

wife, statingthat he intended to go away 
early the next morning and that he would 
never see heragain. Healso, in this note, 
asked her if she would not go with him. He 
received a kindly reply. This reply was de-

Upon the receipt of this note he stated that 
iv Was not the kind ofan answer he wanted, 
and he thereupon wrote another note, in 
which he asked his wife ifshe did not Intend 
tolive with him, and sent the messenger 
back with that note. Upon its being returned 
to him by the messenger with the informa- 
tion that his wife had gone to church, he di- 
rected the messenger to take the note back 
to the house and leave it at the door. 

The defendapt and Appleby then went out 
of doors and across to the other side of Q 
street and awaited the return of the messen 
ger. White standing there the defendant 
saw his wife and said: ‘*There they come 
nov, and started across the street.

Hamlink and Frank Hamlink, until they 
overtook him, when he stopped his wife. 
After a few words with her he seized her by 
the wrist, drew a revolver and fired three 
bullets into her. He then fired the fourth 
shot at young Frank and the fifth at Miss 
Jennie Hamiing. 

Frank was instantly killed, and the wife's 
death occurred in a few days later. The fifth 
shot missed its intended victim and went 
turough a front window and into the parlor 
wall of the Hamlnk residence. 

DRAMATIC SCENE IN COURT. 

Schneider's trial took place last May. On 
the day of his conviction a dramatic scene 
occurred in the court-room. 48 the District 
Attorney moved the court to pass sentence 
on the prisoner the bieod rushed to 
Schneider's livid face and a spasm of rage 
distorted his features. ‘‘God!’’ be shrie<ed, 
—— his chair and springing toward the 

istrict Attorney, who sat about iK feet to 
biz left. With a cat-like leap Deputy Joyce, 
who was skting at Schneider’s right, threw 
both arms about his shoulders. 

„ you, let me go!“ the struggling 
prisoner cried. Tuo or three times the two 
men swayed back and forth, and then Deputy 
Springman was there, with one band on 
Schneider’s turoat and the other holding his 
wrist in an iron grip. Yet Schneider 
struggled like a wild animal, and tried to 
bury his teeth m Joyce’s upper arm. Aftera 
minute they had forced mim back into a 
chair. Still he fought and writhed, pushing 
the chair back toward the spectators. Two 
other officers gras him in front, one of 
them holding a leg. The blood receged from 
his face, leaving a deathly pallor, and he 
moaned and swore feebliy.

When the handcuffs were adjusted he was 
too exhausted to make any motion, but 
panted deeply, and te tears ran down his 
cheeks from the excess of rage. 

During the scene the court room had filled 
with people, who seemed to spring out of the 
floor, so thickly they came. Men were stand- 
ing on their chairs andpushing for a view of 
the struguile, and one woman had climbed to 
the Judge’s bench. 

When order was ‘restored and the handcafts 
removed from Sehnelder’s wrists Judge 
Bradley delivered the sentence of the court. 

A plea for a new trial on a writol error 
was made, but was reiused. A mot ion ſor a 
revision of the case by the Supreme Court of 
the District of Columbia was made, and re- 
sulted in the affirmation of the decision o 
the lower court, The Court granted a stay 
execution pendingan examination by experts 
as to Schneiders ‘sanity. The experts 
decided himsane, Appeal was finally mate 
to the Supreme Court of the United States for 
a writ of habeas corpus and writ of error 
and both of these were denied, The refusal 
of the supreme Court to UMterfere ended all 
legal devices, and an application for 
executive clemency.was made, His attor- 
neys and spiritual 4 en obtained audiences 
with the President an? e to have him 
rant a reprieve * At question of his 
Sanity could be rther investi ated, but 
without avall.

THE FLAMES DISCOVERED TWO HOURS 
AFLER THE PERFORMANCE. 


— . 

Hotels Destroyed and Guests Burned or 
Make Narrow Escapes From Death 
Firemen Seriously Injared in a Match 
Factory Fire at Detrott—A Moth-r and 
Two Children Lose Their Lives in Con- 
sequence ofa Lamp Explosion. 


TOLEDO, O., March 17.—At 1 o'clock this 

morning an alarm of fire called the entire de- 
partment to the Wheeler Opera-house, a 
large four-story stone front structure, corner 
Monroe and St. Clair streets, which was 
wrapped in flames that broke out apparently 
underneath the stage and made themselves 
known by an explosion which drove out the 
glass in the windows ofthe. second story. 
Within five minutes ‘thereafter the entire in- 
terior was a seething mass of fames, against 
which the fifemen struggied heroically, but 
ineffectudlly. The only person ipjured so tar 
as known was a spectator, who had his shou!- 
der dislocated by a falling brick. The janitor 
of the theater, who slept over Sattiler’s store, 
was aroused by the explosion and attempted 
to turn the water on in the basement so as to 
flood the stage. but was driven back by the 
flames. 

The origin of the fire is a mystery. 

The bufiding was erected in 1871 and the re 
ceiver of the Wheeler estate, of which it was 
apart, estimates the loss at $80,000, with 
$38,000 insurance. Manager Brady’s loss is 
about $3,000, with no insurance. : 

The business men on the ground floor all 
suffered almost total lossesas follows: Sig- 
mund Wolff, cigars and tobacco, loss $5.00; 
Wm. Ochsler, china and glassware, $10,000; 
Gilbert Bros., boots and shoes, $10,000; Daniel 
Noe and Fred Allen, saloons, each about 
$2,000 Moss. The two buildings on Monroe 
street, r the Opera- house, were 
badly injured. Peter Sattler, harness, has 
his stock totally destroyed, loss $12,500, while 
T. D. Parker’s grocery was badly damaged 
by water, the loss reaching $8,000. 

George Thatcher’s Tuxedo Minstrel Com- 
pany lost nothing, as all their property was 
removed as soon as last night's r 
was over. The walls in falling broke down 
the telegraph, telephone, electric light and 
electric street railway wires. As a result 
nearly everybody had to walk down town 
this morning. It will require a couple or 
days to restore the wires. 


MOTHER AND CHILDREN DEAD. 

RUTHERFORDTOS,N.C.,March 17.—The 7-year- 
old daughter of Mr. Thomas Dixon was play- 
ing near the lamp and eccidentally pulled it 
of the mantle piece. The lamp exploded,” 
covering the child with burning oll, The 
mother rushed to her asststance aud bravely 
fought the fames until she herself! was en- 
veloped in fre. She then grasped the child 
in ber arms and ran out of the house leaving 
her other twochildren, aged 6 months and 
2 years and 6 months. They andthe house 
were all consumed by the flames. This 
morning their charred remains were found. 
Mrs Dixon died this morning from the burns 
she received. The little girl will robably re- 
couer. 


FIREMEN HURT.

Delargy feceived severe 
bruises and Huff was badly injured in the 
hipand back. Delargy was taken to his 
home, but Huff was removed to St. Mary's 
Hos pital.

The death of Ferry removes one of the 


ora has Been a remarkable one. For e time 
he had seemed to sink out of sight, and his 
resarrection and election to the Presidency 
of the Senate was one of those 
strange political turns that could 
happen nowhere but in France. Ferry 
‘wae not one of those statesmen of whom 
Baron de Reinach could cateh hold by the 
agency of ballet girls and other means of 
‘Gorruption. M. Ferry had the luck to be out 
of Parliament when the Panama lottery 
ones were on there, and he leads in all re- 
Spects an exemplary domestic life. 


Few men in France were more cordially. 


hated by their countrymen than was Ferry, 
when in 1885 he was hurled from the Premier- 
ship by an indignant House of Deputies, asa 
tool af Prince Bismark. He escaped that 
from the indignant multitude out- 

by going away through the garden of 
Foreign Ministry next door. He 
there jumped intoa hackney coach and told 
the driver to give plenty of rein to the horses 
andtousetbewhip. When at aut half way 


across the Pont de la Ooncorde he was recog- ö 


ned, and a rush was made after the car - 
riage to stop it and throw him into the 
Seine. He was rescued from the en- 
raged populace with much dim 
culty. His crime was his mis- 
taken policy in Tonguin.

School-Teacher Hugh R. Loyd Claim: 
That She Opened Letters He Sent to 
Miss Gtowe-Misse Medley Adgits 

| Reading One of His Letters, Bu ys 
It Was Unsealed. 


A casein which there were a number of in- 
teresting features was heard this morning by 
United States Commissioner Crawford. On 
information supplied by Post-office Inspector 
Paul K. Williams, Miss Mahalia Medley, As- 
sistant Postmistress of Local, Jefferson 
County, Mo., was arraigned on the charge of 
opening letters passing through the post- 
office, The prosecuting witness’ was 
Hugh R. Toya, Mr. Loyd had 
been in the habit of writing to Miss Anna R. 
Stowe, who lives at House’s Springs, Mo., 
and as the epistiesaveraged one a day, it is 
fair to presume that they were 
of a sentimental nature. From 
the appearance of some of the 
letters that were received by Miss Stowe, 
and from the fact that a number never 
reached her, Mr. Loyd became convinced 
that someone was tampering with his mail. 
He stated on the witness-stand that he 
laid a trap ana caught Miss Medley. 
Mr. Lora, who is a school teacher, 
said that he senta letter to Miss Stowe bear- 
ing on the envelope his address and initials. 
He then drove to the Post-office at House’s 
Springs, odtained the letter, and from its 
appearance believed that it had been 
tampered with. Returning to Local he stated 
to Miss Medley that the letter had been 
opened in her office. Do you know that I 
opened it?““ he claims she said. No,“ 
he testified was the reply, ‘‘but it 
was opened in this office.’’ She at 
first denied having opened the letter, but 
finally admitted that she had done 80, he 
averred, and signed a statement to that 
effect. The letter was offered in evidence 
and was of a most unsentimental nature, the 
writer stating that he had believed that it 
prs a be opened before reaching its destina-

With the approval of the Governor the 
street improvement bill amending our city 
charter without consulting our people 
has become a law. Those who do not like 
this sort of thing can set it down as one of 
the results of letting their ward bosses 
choose representatives in the Legislature 
for them without letting voters know how 
those representatives are going to vote on 
any question or what jobs they are pri- 
vately pledged to favor. 

With this bitter taste in the mouths of 
the voters it is to be hoped that they will 
scrutinize very carefully the nominees for 
Municipal Assemblymeg they have to 
choose from. It is now in the power of the 
Municipal Assembly and Board of Public 
Improvements to order improvements in- 
volving the practical confiscation of any 
poor man’s lot and home, whenever a ring 
of contractors and speculators with a suf- 
ficent pull want to evict the cottagers and 
dedicate some street to more palatial 
homes.

The State Legislature might have 
framed a far better bill to establish the 
office of Excise Commissioner in cities of

Contains several objectionable features. 


The value of the change to the people of 
the cities to which the bill applies depends 
almost entirely upon the Governor. The 
Excise Commissioner under its provisions 
is a mere clerk of the chief executive, hold- 
ing office at his pleasure, and, therefore, 
all the responsibility for the conduct of 
the office and the enforcement of 
the law falls upon the Governor. 
With a good Governor who demands 
an honest and efficient performance of 
duty goqd results may be expected, but 
with a bad Governor willing to use or per- 
mit to he used the power of the office for 
political ends it may be made an engine of 
corruption. The Governor is the responsi- 
ble official who must be held accountable 
for the work of the office. ° 

The bill is impaired by the engrafting 
upon it of the fee system which, always 
vicious in principle and pernicious in op- 
eration, is especially objectionable in this 
measure because it tends to vitiate the im- 
partiality of the Commissioner’s judgment 
in passing upon applications for licenses. 
The fee of §8 will be a temptation, the 
effect of which will be determined by the 
character of the Com migsioner, to issue a 
license, The system is unjust and unbusi- 
neaslike as a method of compensation.
